Berri and Edwin A. Merritt. 
Democrats Convene Today. 
New York, April 11.— Members ol 
the Democratic state committee and 
i*any up-state delegates to the state 
convention, which will he held here to­ 
day, gathered here preliminary to a 
meeting of the state committee, spent 
most of the day In conferring with 
delegates over 
the party 
platform, 
which will be drafted at an executive 
meeting tonight. 
Delegates from Vermont Divided. 
Montpelier, Vt., April 
11.—Of the 
eight Vermont delegates to the Repub­ 
lican convention at Chicago, two dis 
trict delegates will go Instructed for 
Taft and two for Roosevelt. 
The four 
delegates-at-large are unpledged,' al­ 
though the stafe convention Indorsed 
President Taft’s administration and all 
four delegates expressed a personal 
desire for his renomination. 
Two of the delegates were chosen 
without opposition and the other two 
after spirited contents
